Of these 68 makers showed one- 
cylinder and two-cylinder cars. Those | 
68 makers argued that the “fours” 
were merely a fad; that they were too 
romplicated; too costly; that _they 
would never last. And that weight, 
cost, fuel consumption and repair bills 
would drive owners back to the two- 
cylinder cars. Two years later the 
one-cylinder and two-cylnder models 
had dropped out of sight, and have 
not bee nheard from. since, 

Something very similar is taking 
place now, Progress is the order of 
the day, Automobile engineers, while 
recognizing the advance made by the 
four-cylinder motor, were not satis- 
fied. They realized that there still 
was na loss of power. And they set 
out to find a motor that would run 
smoother, with greater efficiency, a 
type that by virtue of its construction 
would deliver more units of power per 
gallon of fuel to the driving wheels. 
They sought a quieter and more 
flexible motor, one with less strain on 
its own working parts, 

The solution was the six-cylinder 
motor. It was found that the desired 
ideal effect could be obtained by utillz- 
ing the continuous torque of tho six- 
cylinder motor, And that through this 
stendy application of power came such 
desirable results as lowered fuel con- 
sumption, lessened tire wear, more 
pleasurable driving and control. 

By using motors of smaller bore and 
longer stroke it was found possible 
to greatly lighten the material weight. 
One prominent maker of a light six 
uses a motor that is 60 pounds lighter 
than was used In a four to produce the 
sume horse power, Improvements in 
machine tools have enaubled makers 
to drill and bore six cylinders at no 
more expense than four, Multiple 
drills bore six holes Just as cheaply 
and rapidly as they bore four, Con- 
siderations such as these have been 
active in turning the attention of car 
owners, as well as engineers and man- 
ufacturers, to the six-cylinder motor, 

A, proof of the merit of the six lies 
in the fact that every standard maker 
Who started as a pioneer to market 
this style-some years ago has contin- 
Jeed with It. Whereas numerous other 
foeutures of automobile designs have 
been offered to the public, tried and 
later abandoned, 

Of the 49 makers producing sixes to- 
day only nine built sixes in 1910 a 
short four years ago. In that year 
every maker but two built fours and 
sixes. Today 18 leading makers build 
sixes only. ‘There is, therefore, noth- 
ing In the slightest degree ephemeral 
or experimental about the six-cylin- 
der car, Its rise to favor has indeed 
been rather slow. Designers encoun- 
tered many difficulttes in its produce 
tion. 

First sixes were heavy, costly, ex- 
pensive to maintain. But automobile 
engineers learned finally the secret of 
the six. And today the six is very dif- 
ferent to what it was a few years ago, 
Now it is Hglter, economical to build
